Day by Day in Dayton

Dayton, Tenn., July 9.—Almost 30 
years from peak to peak is the tabloid 
story of William Jennings Bryan, 
who, after a period of eclipse, comes 
into greater prominence than ever be- 
fore as the champion of the prosecu- 
tion in. the Scopes evolytion trial 
which opens Friduy. . ‘ai 


This historic trial opens on 


‘twenty-ninth anniversary of the Cross 


of Gold speech, which elevated Bryan, 
then a young man of 56, to a pinnacle 
and made him the democratic presi- 
dential nominee. Much water ‘thas 
gone over the dam since that day 
when the tall, black-haired,  beak- 
nosed young man with burning eyes 
hurried, unknown, down the aisle of 
the Chieago coliseum and in a few 
minutes had touched that great be- 
wildered throng with the brilliance of 
his resonant oratory. 

He has been through humiliating 
defeats since then, but now again he 
is once more the idolized commoner, 
scorned by the highly-schooled as he 
was scorned by the gold standard men. 
Likewise, he is again fighting the 
battle of the submerged masses among 
whom the anti-evolutionist feeling is 
strongest just as when he was fight- 
ing the battle of these same debt-rid- 
den folk who wanted free silver, think- 
ing it would solve their economic -dif- 
ficulties, 

And those who said then that he 
was preaching a fallacious © doetrine 
savy so now. It is the same old con- 
flict, but shifted for the moment from 
the arena of politics to that of the 
courts and religious thought. But,it 
may very quickly shift back into poli- 
ties, for Bryan already has warned 


} 


that if he leses in the courts, he 
will go to the people in a plebiscite 
to write an amendment inte the fed- 
eral .constitution that will permit a 
state to bar the theory of evolution 
from its whovls. 

Bryan is a different man from what 
he was just a year ago when his foes 
at Madison Square Garden were hiss- 
ing him from the platform. He strides 
with the firm, bold step of old; he 
goes about the streets wearing his 
collarless shirt open at the _ neck, 


‘sipping ice-cream sodas in the drug 


store, shaking hands with the over- 
alled villagers. He is, after a pros- 
perous winter as_a supersalesman of 
Florida real estate, back in the spot- 
light he loves, as the great commoner, 
the champion of the common people, 
fighting, so he would have them be- 
lieve, their ‘battle against the sophis- 
ticated and evil forces of higher edu- 
eation. It is a role which, like the 
one he played in his younger days, 
evokes both scorn and fanatical deyo- 
tion.

Bryan's son, who arrived’ Thursday 
to assist his father in the «case, is 
just 36, the age of the elder Bryan 
when he was. nominated after the 
Cross of Gold speech. Before that 
Bryan had been in congress, at the 
age of 30, but aside from a somewhat 
brilliant tariff debate with the ter- 


rifying Tom Reed, he was unknown. | 
It was’ 29 vears ago Friday that he| 


became a national figure and since 
that day he has, as he is at this 
moment, heen berated and lauded— 


one of the curious homespun charac- 


ters that only a hardy young nation 
like ours can produce.

New York, July 10.—he. strike 
talk in the coal fields brings the price 
of coal at this time and the outlook 
prominently to ‘the front. I have | 
already said that it will not do to dis- | 
miss the strike talk as a mere threat- 
ening gesture. There are too many 
interests to be served by a. strike. 
However, buyers of é¢oal will want 
to be apprised of the price situation. 
I have, therefore, gathered the fol- 
lowing facts on this score. 

Hand-te-mouth buying is much tn 
evidence in the coal trade and, more 
than ever, the production ‘figures 
are practically the same as consump 
tion. Trade reports indicate that 
relatively little coal is being shipped 
on consignment. The production of 
bituminous coal has been running be- 
tween S and 81-2 million tons weekly. 
Probably if coal stocks were normal 
the statement would be justified that 
production is about normal. Certainly 
it does not seem te be excessive.
